STILL STALLING 


A year ago the city authorities were 
carrying on a lively but not amorous cor- 
respondence with Ottawa, in the endeavor 
to get permission to tear down the old 
penitentiary building and thus provide 
work for idle men. The upshot was that 
the building is still there; and now word 
comes from Ottawa that the Government 
intends to retain it, presumably for an in- 
definite time. 

If the evasive inaction of the former 
Government was unsatisfactory, the de- 
clared inaction of the present Government 
is a mystery. Ottawa, it seems to be im- 
plied, has at last thought of some per- 
manent, or more or less permanent use to 
which the building may be put. The civic 
authorities, it is to be supposed, will again 
bring the typewriters into action and try 
to find out what is in the official mind of 
the federal department of circumlocution, 
and whether the proposed use of the build- 
ing will fit with the scheme to create a 
recreation park on the adjoining section 
of the property. 


WHAT IS BEHIND? 

Chief Commissioner McKeown of the 
Dominion Railway Commission has re- 
signed. A few weeks ago deputy chief 
commissioner Vien resigned. The latter, 
it was explained, desired to re-enter the 
practice of law. Whether the desire led 
to the resignation, or the resignation led 
to the desire, was not made very clear. 
Mr. McKeown has given no reason for 
quitting, 

Resignations from that board are not 
common. A commissioner-ship is a well- 
paid post; with distinction, travel, and 
part’cipation in the settlement of matters 
of great public importance, as added at- 
tractions, It is the kind of position which a 
qualified man does not usually step out of 
until his time has expired, and no one has 
Suggested that Mr. McKeown and Mr. 
Vien were not qualified or that they have 
not been satisfied with the work and the 
rewards. 

Two resignations from the Commis- 
sion, following each other so quickly, will 
excite curiosity; the more because th: 
involve the chief and deputy chief. anu 
because they follow closely upon the in- 
coming of a new Government. The public 
will wonder what ‘s going on behind the 
scenes, that two well-placed offic'als 
chuck the job at a time when business is 
rather slow and conditions not at all 
favorable for going back to private life 
and “starting all over again.” 

Are there plans in the making to scrap 
the Railway Commission, or to sheer it of 
authority, and restore the administration 
of railway matters to the Minister of 
Railways? 


THE GREAT STOCK COUNTRY 


Discussing the use of tractors and 
power machinery as a means of bringing 
down the cost of producing wheat in the 
west, the Manitoba Free Press says:— 

“Machine farming methods are admit- 
tedly best adapted and most economical 
on the open prairie with great sweeps of 
land devoid of frequent and troublesome 
interruptions in the form of hills, woods, 
small lakes or sloughs, or other natural 
obstruction, So far as Manitoba and Al- 
berta are concerned, the former is defi- 
nitely a diversified province, and the lat- 
ter equally so in the west-central, north 
and north-eastern sections, which are well 
known to be the premier stock districts of 
western Canada.” 

The premier position thus conceded to 
these sections of Alberta is no more than 
their due. But the very physical features 
which make this part of the west so adapt- 
able to mixed farming are hindrances to 
the employment of power machinery in 
the large scale production of wheat. Hills, 
gullies and woods provide admirable and 
necessary shelter for stock. Creeks and 
lakes provide a continuous and conveni- 
ent water supply. Where these features 
are not found, stock-raising is either im- 
practicable or has to be carried on at un- 
due cost. But a rolling, wooded country, 
traversed by streams and dotted with 
lakes, is not one in which the tractor and 
tractor-operated machinery can be. used 
ot the best advantage. 

If, as is widely believed, and is stil) 
more widely apprehended, wheat growing 
in the future will only be profitable when 
carried on by the use of mechanical power 
and in sections where the conditions for 
its use are favorable, the general adoption 
of mixed farming would appear to be not 
only advisable but absolutely necessary in 


+ 


the central and northern portions of this 
province, perhaps with the exception of 
the Peace River area. 


B.C.’S FOOD MONOPOLIES 


Mr. Sanford Evans of Winni 
been investigating, on behalf of the Gov- 
ernment of British Columb'a, the working 
of the Produce Marketing Act of that 
province; and recommends that the public 
interest would be served by wiping it off 
the statute book and allowing producers 
and consumers to meet and carry on their 
transactions in the usual way. 

Readers may recall that this piece of 
“advanced” legislation was enacted by 
the Pac'fic province a few years ago, as 
a means of making the farmers prosper- 
ous. It stipulated, in effect, that anyone 
who produced any of the listed number of 
products could not sell these to a resident 
of British Columbia without obtaining the 
consent of a public official, whose business 
it was to say to whom the sale might be 
made, in what quantity, and at what 
price. The most outstanding application 
of the act occurred a couple of years ago 
when a Chinese market gardener was 
hailed into court and fined at Vancouver 
for the heinous offence of selling a bag 
of potatoes or onions without having first 
secured the consent and approval of the 
Government Poo-Bah. 

Concurrent with Mr. Evans’ finding 
that the best thing to do with the act is 
to repeal it, the city council of Vancouver 
has generated a vigorous demand that 
the Dairy Sales Adjustment Act be also 
scrapped. This act undertook to do for 
the dairy farmers what the Produce Mar- 
keting Act was supposed to do for the 
producers of other kinds of food products. 
In effect it gave the dairy pool in the Fra- 
ser Valley a monopoly of the milk business 
in Vancouver. As a result the city's 
health officer reports that in December, 
1928, only 15 per cent of all samples of 
milk examined showed less than 3.5 per 
cent of butter fat, while in December, 
1930, the samples showing less than this 
proportion of butter fat were 65 per cent 
of all those examined. 

With a demand in Saskatchewan for a 
primary products marketing act, and a de- 
mand in all three prairie provinces for a 
compulsory wheat pool, pra'rie readers 
may be interested in notin how people in 
British Columbia have fared under legisla- 
tion framed with the same general object, 
that of stifling free competition, suspend- 
ing the law of supply and demand, and 
subjecting producers and consumers to 
dictat'on by the arbitrary head of a state 
monopoly.

MOLES AND BIRTHMARKS 


Very few people worry about birthmarks unless 
they appear on exposed parts of the body, such as the 
face, neck and hands. Even when disfiguring moles 
or birthmarks appear on the face, they are often ne- 
glected because of the beliet that there is no way 
to get rid of them, 

Science does not know just what causes moles, 
birthmarks and similar blemishes, since they are usu- 
ally present at birth, but it is now possible to safely 
remove all blemishes of this type except the most 
severe. Usually these blemishes are produced by 
enlargements of one or more small blood vessels just 
under the skin. For this reason the color varies with 
Stains of red or purple except when a true pigment 
is present, giving a black or brown color. The big 
majority of these blemishes are not serious and may 
not increase much in size during one’s life. However, 
a small percentage have a tendency to enlarge, pul- 
sate or become sore and may eventually turn into 
cancer unless they are removed in time. 

All birthmarks which are so situated as to be easily 
scratched or irritated by the clothing should be re- 
moved. Fortunately, most of these birthmarks are 
easily treated because they are found on or just un- 
derneath the skin. Electricity may be used to great 
advantage in treating these blemishes. The electric 
needle is probably the most commonly used of all 
methods, In this treatment a small needle is pushed 
through or underneath the blemish and the current 
turned on so as to cause a cutting off of the blood 
in the tiny enlarged blood vessels. The blemish then 
shrivels up and eventually falls off. In large biem- 
ishes, covering an area of several inches, the treat- 
ment is more difficult, and usually consists in care- 
fully searching out the blood vessels supplying the 
urea and in cutting off the circulation to the blemish 
so that it gradually becomes reduced in size Care 
must be taken not to cut off too much of the circul 
lation at once or the blemish instead of merely shrink- 
ing would become gangrenous. Carbon dioxid snow 
is a very satisfaciory treatment which is preferred 
by many doctors to radium or electrical treatments. 
It consists of applying a pencil of carbon dioxid snow, 
which, being very cold, freezes the growth, causing tt 
to atrophy. Even comparatively large areas may be 
treated in this way a little at a time. Electric caut- 
ery may also be used in some cases, although it has 
Jeave a scar unless very skilfully per-

Incidents in Great Lives | 
By J. P. Glass — — 


Theodore Hook, the English novelist, dramatist 
and wit, had a gift which made him one of the most 
popular figures in London of his day. He was able 
to sing extemporaneous songs upon the slightest 
notice, At a later date he could have made a fortune 
in vaudeville-—4if he had desired 

At a dinner one night, for instance, being requested 
to sing one of his bits, he cid so, choosing as the 
subject John Murray, another of the guests. Murray 
objected and a highly amusing dispute followed, dur- 
ing which Hook was obliged to run from his victim. 
While he dodged around the table, putting chairs 
in Murray's way, he made up and recited the follow- 
ing: 

“My friend, John Murray, I see has arrived at the 

head of the table, 

And the wonder is, at this time of night, that 

John Murray should be able, 

He's an excellent hand at dinner, and not a bad 

one at lunch, 

But the devil of John Murray is that he never 

will pass the punch!” 

One of Hook's last improvizations produced an 
entirely opposite effect from that resulting from the 
Murray verse. t was done at a dinner given by one 
of his neighbors in Fulham, The great wit was then 
growing old and the illness which was soon to bring 
his death was well advanced. He was weary and in 
constant pain, but when at a late hour, he was 
requested to improvise, he consented, only stipulating 
that someone would suggest a subject. No one doing 
this, he sat down at the piano nd sang several verses, 
all facilely composed but without his usual humor. 
Bach ended with the words “Good night.” 

In the middle of one of the verses, an unusual 
twist caused a fine handsome boy, son of the Hon. 
Montague Stopford, who was staying in the house 
with his parents, and who was standing near the 
piano, to laugh ringing!y. 

The dying Hook stopped playing and looked at the 
healthy, rosy-cheeked youth admiringly. Then he 
touched the keys again and sang with an intensity 
of expression that no one present could forget 

“You laugh boy! And you are quite right, 
For you, is the dawn of the morning, 
For me, is the solemn good night.” 

The ef‘ect was electrical. Tears filled the eyes of 
all present and epplause followed, long and loud, Hook 
lived in a period of extravagance. He made and lost 
je og and despite his great talents was often in 
straits.

MINES BRANCH DESERVES 
CREDIT 


Editor Bulletin: 

In an Edmonton newspaper of 
December 24, 1930, reference to the 
d'scovery of fossil wood in the Mc- 
Murray bituminous sands appeared 


in the form of a Canadian Press 
dispatch. The statement in ques- 
tion was written by a representative 
of the Canadian Associated Press 
following an interview with me in 
the course of which correct data was 
supplied Among other things I 
ment'oned that the fossil wooed in 
question was discovered during 
quarrying operations in 1929, 

Subsequently, I was mildly amus- 
ed—and not a little surprised—to 
note in the newspapers of January 
6, 1931, a statement to the effect 
that others now claim credit both 
for the discovery itself and for the 
recognition of its scientific import- 
ance. In order to correct a possible 
misunderstanding among my many 
friends in Alberta the actual facts 
may be briefly stated. 

In 1914 T first discovered fossil 
wood in the bituminous sands on 
Ells river, and mention of th's was 
made in my report covering field 
operations for that year. During 
subsequent years other examples of 
this fossil wood were discovered in 
connection with my other field work 
in various parts of the McMurray 
area, In 1924 excellent examples of 
the wood were excavated during 
shaft sinking operations at the site 
of the present Mines Branch quar- 
ry. Realizing the probable scien- 
tific importance of this discovery a 
specimen was submitted to Dr. F. 
H, McLearn of the Geological Sur- 
vey at Oltawa. Owing to pressure 
of other work Dr. McLearn was un- 
able to study this material, and it 
was subsequently sent to the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, There, too, for 
adequate reasons, no action was 
taken at that time. In 1929 fresh 
sumples were finally sent to Pro- 
fessor I. W. Bailey of Harvard Uni- 
versity, Professor Bailey's report on 
the samples submitted has already 
“appeared in my report covering our 
field operations for 1929, In the 
following year a representative of 
the University of Alberta was given 
4n opportunity to secure samples 
from the quarry belonging to the 
M'nes Branch near McMurray. 

In view of the above statements 
of fact it is somewhat difficult to 
understand why the federal depart- 
ment of mines is not receiving due 
credit for thig discovery,

LONDON, Feb. 2. — The moochi 
ball at Covent Garden Opera House 
carried a stage farther in popularity 
@ new dance which so far has not re- 
ceived wide acceptance by the general 
public. The prevailing taste was suf- 
ficiently indicated by the composition 
of the program which contained 53 
foxtrots, 21 waltzes, three quicksteps, 
and three numbers for the new mid- 
way rhythm.

(an unusual innovation), the second 
for amateurs, and the third for ama- 
teurs and professionals mixed.
